Mulkins, who is said to lirtVo been super¬ 
annuated in order that ho might marry, 
and that a place might be fauud for Rov. 
Mr. Cartwright, a brother of tho Finance 
Minister, It was said with equal wit and 
delicacy that, having becomo too ill ’to 
act as chaplain, ho took the opportunity 
of marrying, and that having nothing 
better to do, he had since died, whereas 
if he had remained in the office he would 
have been still doing his duty as chaplain. 
With Mr. Mulkins’ private affairs I am 
not so well acquainted us tho speaker, 
but I am told that ho had been married 
some six years before nis retirement. He 
was nearly Go yoarsold, ami had served 
25 years when superannuated. His 
health had been impaired for some years 
owing cbiotly to typhoid fever, which ho 
had contracted while visiting prisoners, 
and to repeated attacks of which he was 
J early subjected from the slightest causes. 
Ho submitted some years ago that it was 
not fair under theso circumstances that 
he should he forced to oontinuo in his 
office at the peril of theso attacks, aftor 
his heiitth had already been impaired, 
aud his constitution undermined by 
their recurrence ;iuul lie applied for leave 
of abseuco, which was granted on condi¬ 
tion oF his ehjploying a sir' stituto approv¬ 
ed by the Botyd of Penitentiary Directors. 
Tho Board reported t«. tho Minister that 
Mr. Mulkins had uoniiu.it 1 the Rov. C. 
E. Cartwright, winch arrangement was 
satisfactory to them,they having ascertain¬ 
ed from the Warden that M -. Cartwright 
was a clergyman in good standing, 4 ml 
well qualified to discharge tho duties of 
chaplain to tho Penitentiary. In tho 
course of the inquiries prior to that tran¬ 
saction, Dr. L'lvell, the Penitentiary sui- 
ireon, certified that Mr. Mulkins had had 
repeated attacks of typhoid fever within 
the preseut six of seven years ; and that, 
ho was subject to relapses from tho 
slightost causes. Tho Rov. Mr. Dodds, 
a respectable clergyman, also gave a 
certificate to tho same < floe*. Mr. 
Mulkins went abroad for somotime (Mr. 
Cartwright discharging his duties, as 
chaplain,) and on liis return in June, 
1875, he bn ught a certificate from his 
English physiciau that ho had tr< atod 
him from nn act of bronchitis, attended 
with sovero congestion of tho lungs, and 
that I 10 considered it essential that Mr. 
Mulkins should have absolute rest, and 
that he should resort to a wanner climate. 
He applied to be relieved from his duties; 
but ho also applied f* r the addition to his 
allowance of some year ; of service, which 
it was in tho power of the Government 
to grant. I refused that addition, but i 
thought it niv duty, under the circum¬ 
stances I have mentioned, and having 
forqied tho opinion that ilm duties of 
chaplain could not. b>. -then ally discharg¬ 
ed by Mr. Mulkins, to agree to hit super¬ 
annuation.

A VIOLENT SHOCK FELT IN EAST¬ 
ERN ONTARIO, QUEBEC, AND 
THE EASTERN STATES.

The citizens of Montreal were fright¬ 
ened out of their beds and some almost 
out of their wits at 1.54 Saturday morn¬ 
ing by the most severe shock of earth¬ 
quake that the oldest people remember 
to have been feft here.

bridge. The shock was from the north- ! 
wc'.t, (and it began-\\ idi onl\ a slight j 
vibration, but increased until buildings 
shook with an intensity that caused in* ! 
side djoors which were well fastened to ! 
ily open. (1 lass and china ware on } 
shelves were thrown down and machin- ' 
cry was set in motion. Hie people in 
Si. Lawrence Hall and khe Ottawa 1 
Motel thought the walls and roof were ! 
•coming down, and for a moment the 
ladies were panic-stricken. In the 
northren parts of the city, close to the 
Mountain, the shock was more severe 
than in the lower parts. In the poorer 
localities, especially among the Freiich- 
Canadian population in the East End, 
the consternation and terror were very 
great, Many rushed out in their night¬ 
clothes, thinking the houses were tumb¬ 
ling about .their ears. The fears of these 
superstitious people were intensified by 
their recollection of a tradition that 
exists here that a celebrated monk, 
who lived in the seventeenth century, 
prophesied that the Island of Montreal 
would be swallowed upjin an c rthquakc 
in the nineteenth century. 'The night 
was fine, clear and cold, and no atmos¬ 
pheric change took place before or 
after the earthquake, except that it left 
the air strongly impregnated w ith elec¬ 
tricity and sulphurous vapor. In an 
experience of ten years in Calirornia 
the writer experienced only one shock 
there equal to that of this morning. 
.Reports by telegraph say that . it 
extended to St. Albans on the east and 
Cobourg in the west, but in a very mild 
form. No damage or loss of life is so

THE RUSSIAN POSITION. 

St. Petersburg, Nov. 1.—The official 
return of Russian* killed, wounded, and 
missing from the commencement of hos¬ 
tilities to the 25th October, is 61,942. 

A Russian official despatch says the total 
number of prisoners captured at Dubnik 
and Telische was 7,000, including two 
Pashas, 200 officers, and an English 
Colonel in tho Turkish service.

London, Nov. 5.—A Constantinople 
despatch reports on tho authority of 
Russian prisoners that General Ghourko 
was wounded and has since died. 

Three or four thousand Turks, from 
the south of the Balkans, attacked the 
Russians at Mehoren south of Elma, on 
Monday. After throo hours’ fighting the 
Turks retreated, leaving a hundred dead 
an l many wounded.

would be a long time beforo public feeling 
in that country would turn round in favor 
or Free Trade. There yiyi so much ig¬ 
norance and selfishness mix&l up with 
the question.-so many people’s interests, 
it wq,.s thought, were kept umby the- 
preseut system, that hptjl ormtndF'jCob- 
den arose, or until Protection Gould no 
longer stand in tho face of tho ievidence 
against it, wo had no chance of penetrat¬ 
ing that armor of protection iu which the 
Americans had enveloped themselves.

Death of Chief-Justice Draper 


rlon. William Henry Draper, C. 13., 
Chief Justice of tho Coiwt of Error and 
Appeal, diod ou Friday afternoon, after 
a liugciing illness, at liia residence at 
He/a Idino, Yorkville, in his 77th year. 
Tho deceased was born in Surrey. Eng¬ 
land and was the son of Kev. Henry 
Draper, D. D., rector of S. Autholin. 
Waiting street, London. In liis eaily 
youth Afr, Draper wiui cadet in in an 
East Indian) an. Ifo emigrated to Cana- 
la in 1820, and studied law iu Port Hope, 
ic was called to the Bar iu 1828 and 
practised in Toronto. Ho was elected to 
the Legislative Asiitnblj' of Upper 
Can ida in 1851 for the County of llnssol 
and wa« afterwards returned for London, 
lie was a member of the first Govern¬ 
ment after the union of Quebec and 
Ontario. He was appointed to the 
Queen’s Bench in June, 18-17, and was 
made Chief Justice o< Upper Carnada in 
July 1803, anno years later being 
appointed President of the Court of 
Erroiiaml Appeal. lie was made a C. 13. 
in 1804, and was for some time Pi evident 
of the Church Association in Toronto.

FRESH TIDINGS OF TIIE FATE 
HIS EXPEDITION. 

SOME RECORDS 8AII) TO UAVE DEEN BUR

Franklin’s credx, which he obtained fr 
an Esquimaux Indian. Tho latter t 
Barrett tliRt the ship from which 
spoon was obtained was crushed by 
at an island near Cape Hallawdl, r 
that the natives took the’crew to n 
Cape Euglcfield, and kept thorn until < 
by one they perished from cold, htiuc 
or disease. Barrett says the nati 
nbout bin winter quarters at Marble 
land had two other spoons, one with 
Franklin crest and the other having *'S 
S.” engraved on it. These were pure 
sed by the 4Jnited Spates Consul at 
John. Tho Exquimaux say the vci 
became a total wreck. Sir John Frai 
lin w7i8 with them, and tljw iccpgni 
him as the loader. The white men v 
died were buried by them. The most 
pertaut fact they commuuicated was t 
this crew of whites left a lot of boi 
with ^writing in them, which were bur 
also at Englefiuld. This spot is ab 
900 mile* inland, and lias not yet b< 
reached by any exploring pa-Hies. Ii 
proposed to fit out an expedition fr 
Now Yark in the spring to secure tin 
records.

Advertising Frauds.

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It is wonderful how many gullible peo¬ 
ple there are in the world. Frauds oi til 
kinds appear to flourish,and brains wbiefc 
could and should be omployed tn som^. 
thing useful, are set to*work io devise 
new means by which their possessors may 
become enriched at the expenso of a too 
confidfag public. There are always a 
number of people who will not work, as 
long as they can make a livelihood by 
other means. One section of this class 
is engaged in devising schemes by which 
they can sweep into their ooffers the mo¬ 
ney of those who bite at the bait which 
they offer, while another section consti¬ 
tute their victims. Those who concoct 
these swindles will, we presume, exist 
as long as thore are any of the class 
remaining who desire to attain a com¬ 
petence by other means than tho good 
old way of honest industry, pluck and 
perse veienoe. £ 

These remarks are suggested by the 
fact that many uewspapfrs./oonsiaeied 
respectable, for the sake of A few paltry 
dollars, aid swindlers and lottery men in 
their operations by advertising for them. 
In this country lotteries are illegal, and 
newspapers which publish their adver¬ 
tisements are liable to a heavy penally. 
We have frequently to refuse such adver¬ 
tisements, and we sometimes wonder hew 
any paper which professes to be a guar¬ 
dian of the public iuterests, can descend 
to assist in perpetrating such palpable 
frauds as most of these schemes are. We 
would like to see our contemporaries a 
little more careful in this respect. 

We observe an advertisement at pro- 
sent in somo of our leading journals, 
offuting lots of “ Romaine gold'* jewell¬ 
ery for sums of money varying from 
fiffty cents to fivo dollars. What this 
“ Romaine gold ” may be we do not 
know, but it is probably brass, which is 
the principal stock-in-tiade of those who 
deal in such wares. To those who stop 
for a moment to consider, it must bo 
apparent that on the true principles of 
trade it is out of the question for any¬ 
one to give sue 1, quantities of goods, if 
they are worth' anything, for such a 
small sum ; and though those who deal 
jn them profess to bo very benevolent, 
their liberality has not reached such a 
point that they are prepared to give 
away their goods to strangers without 
making a fair liying profit on them. 
Yet we have no doubt hundreds of per¬ 
sons reply to these advertisements, and 
find out, when it is too late, that while 
they buy they have also beou sold. 

Another common swindle is that known 
as “ puts and calls,” advertised by irre 
sponsible brokers, who generally assume 
a name similar in sound to that of somo' 
responsible firm. By representing it as 
a “sure thing,” many who know nothing 
whatever about stocks are induced to 
invest, and afterwards find out to their 
sorrow that the only one who has a 
“sure thing” is the fellow who has got 
possession of their money which they 
never see again. 

We would caution ou.r readers against 
having anything to do with these swin¬ 
dles, which under all sorts of plausible 
guises, are so freely advertised now a- 
days. Buyer as well as seller should 
remember that “honesty is the best po¬ 
licy .”—Journal of Commerce. 


The Colorado Bus in Germany. 

Models oi the bugs at different stages, 
attached to a green, loaf and brightly 
oolored, are pat ap'tji little boxes with 
glass covers for nse in the schools in 
Germany. Manfaturers of chocolate, 
candy, wax or gums, find in the Colorado 
beetle a convenient model for their wares. 
Among tho latest novelties are sleeve but¬ 
tons bearing each a full-sized potato bug. 
Voigt has even published an illustrated 
pamphlet on the subject. In short the 
Germans have the potato bug on the 
brain. The Austrian, English and 
French Governments have seat represen¬ 
tatives to Germany to observe the beetle 
on the spot, as well as the precautions 
employed to destroy him.

Death of Chief-Justice Draper 

rlon. William Ilenrv Draper, C. B., 
Chief Justice of tho Court of Error and 
Appeal, died on Friday afternoon, after 
a lingo ling illness, at liis residence at 
Mo/.i ldino, Yorkville, in his 77th year.

SIR JOHN FRANKLIN. 

FRESH TIDINGS OF THE FATE OF 
HIS EXPEDITION. 

SOME RECORDS SAID TO HAVE UEEN llt'UIED 
ny THE NATIVES. „ 

Thomas Barrett, »*f tho whaling barque 
Houghton, lost in Hudson’s bay .June, 
1870, arrived in New York on tho 3lst 
ult. with a ailvry spoon bearing Sir John 
Franklin ’8 crodt, which he obtained from 
an Esquimaux Indian. TJie latter told 
Barrett thfft the ship from which the 
spoon was obtained was crushed by ice 
at an island near Capo Hallawcll, aud 
that the natives took the crew to near 
Cape Englcfield, aud kept thorn until one 
by one they perished from cold, hunger, 
or disease. Barrett says tlio natives 
about bin winter quarters at Marble .Is¬ 
land had two other spoons, one with the 
Franklin crest and the other having “S.S. 
S.” engraved on it. These were purcha¬ 
sed by the -United Spates Consul at St. 
John. Tho Exquitnaux say the vessel 
became a total wreck. Sir John Frank¬ 
lin w’as with them, and they jecpgnized 
him as the loader. The white men who 
died were buried by them. The most im¬ 
portant fact they communicated was that 
this crew of whites left a lot of books 
with % wnting in them, which were buried 
also at Euglefield. This spot is about 
900 miles inland, and lias not yet been 
reached by any exploring paJties. It is 
proposed to fit out an expedition from 
Now Y jrk in the spring to seeuro tlioao 
records.
